the negro voters of Oklahoma. Jas. 
A. Harris, as chairman filed a pro- 
test for the Republican State Commit- 
t v, Patrick S. Nagle, as attorney for 
the Socialist party, filed the second 
protest, and the third was filed by 
W. H. Chappell, of Guthrie, as attor- 
•Q-^y for three aged negro voters, ex- 
slaves, who can neither read nor 
write, and would therefore be dis- 
franchised by proposed amendment. 
The negro protestnats are William 
Low, J. N. Xeal and Sampson Smith, 
each over 70 years old. 


Reasons For Protest. 


The protests alleges that the pe- 
t'ions filed by the Democratic State 


xecutive Committee, are not signed 


by a sufficient number of petitioners: 


that large nambers of the signers are 
not qualified and legal voters in Ok- 
lahoma; that the petition is not suf- 
ficient in form and does not conform 
to the constitutional requirements; 
that the purpose of the proposed 
amendment is to disfranchise persons 
of African descent who are at this 
time qualified electors; that the pro 
posed amendment is in conflict wit 
the enabling act, which granted state 
hood to Oklahoma, in conflict wit 
the state constitution which adopte 
the enabling act, and the Unite 
States constitution, and in conflic 
with the fifteenth amendment to th 
Federal constitution, all of 
which 


documents provide that no law shal 
ever be enacted which will restric 
or abridge the right of suffrage on 
account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude, and that there 
are more than ten thousand persons 
of African descent in Oklahoma and 
heir descendants who are now qual- 
fied electors, who would be disfran- 
hised by this amendment.

A concrete street pavement In Rich- 


mond, Ind., laid in 1896, is still giv- 
ing good service and has. not reauired 
a cent for repairs, according to -Mr. 
Frank R. Charles, city engineer. Ex- 
treme: care, he says, was taken, in 
laying it. The sub-grade is gravel, 
.the slab a 1:2:5 mixture, 5 in. thick 
after ramming, and the wearing sur- 
face a 1:2 motar 1 1-2 in. thick. The 
surface is cut into '5 ft. squares, and 
pitted with a roller. One-Inch ex- 
pansion joints are used at intervals 
of 30 to 40 ft., and are filled wtih 
paving pitch, in later pavements cut- 
ting into larger blocks has been tried 
in order to reduce the number of 
joints, but the maxlmun. size Is lim- 
ited by necessary allowance of joints 
-for temperature changes. In some 
pavements laid. more 
recently 
on 


streets' carrying heavy traffic, the 
slab has been. Increased to 6 'in. in 
thickness and the wearing coat to 2 
in.—From Cement and Engineering 
News.
